President McKinley and his party bid 


goodby to Northern Berkshire Wednes- 
day eve aing. His departure irom Adams 
was marked by an unlocked for demon_ 
stration, -vhich was very gratifying to the 
president and to his favored host. The 
farewells were said in the flare of red fire 
and while bands played appropriate 
music. 


When the hour for tha departure had 


arrived there was a largo number of peo- 
ple at the train to sea the president off. 
The special train backed down the track 
to the front of Mr. Plunkett's residence. 
In a veiy short space of time the president 
and M-s. McKinley made their appear- 
ance ar.d that was the signal fir enthusi- 
astic cheering. Lafayette and Gerinania 
bands were present and they decoursed 
music from the time that the president 
arrived at the train until the train pulled 
out.It waf> free concert night in Adams and 
there hud been music all the evening, the 
progran being mostly patriotic aud na_ 
tional air. The band concert caused the 
people to assemble early and by the time 
the train started there were at least 2,000 
people assembled. They had good throats 
and made good use of them. The cheer- 
ing wai as spirited as any the president 
has bee a favored with siuce his arrival in 
this section. But President McKinley did 
not get all the cheers. There was a loud 
call for cheers for Mr. Plunkett and the 
call was answered with a will. 


The parting scene was a very noticea- 


ble one. The Plunkett family were pres- 
ent to nay good by to their distinguished 
guests, and the farewell showed much 
affection on the part of guests and enter- 
tainers. The cheering had its effect on 
the president, 1'or he came out of the car 
to bow his acknowledgement to the 
salute.. The last that Adams people saw 
of the president he was standing on the 
platforn of the car, his hat in hand, bow. 
ing to the cheering crowd. 


The run to this city was made in regu- 


lar time. When the train arrived in the 
local y;.rd there was a stop of some length 
to allow the draw-bar to be changed. 
This change was necessitated on account 
of the ohansre of road and took up consid- 
erable time. 
The change made, 
tbe 


train moved on to the local depot 
where it made a very 
short 
stop, 


There was a number of people on tho 


platform waiting for the train to arrive. 
The wo iting people bowed to the presi- 
dent as he sat looking out of the car win- 
dow. He bowed to them, but the demon- 
stration was such that he wa-s compelled 
to como out of the car and shake hands. 
Pie was cheered and amid the cheering 
there were 
shouts of "come again." 


The president acknowledged all these 
expressions of good will and said good-by 
very often. 


Mrs. McKinley was at the car window 


and sniilled her appreciation of the re- 
ception to her husband. The demonstra- 
tive pi oplc did not overlook her and 
raised their hats very graciously. The 
next stop the train made was at Williams- 
town, where Caldwell Plunkett, who 
is a rtudent at Williams college, got 
off. He rodo with tbe party from Adams 
and wj.s the only member of the Plunkett 
family on board. C. T. Plunkett nar- 
rowly missed seeing the party off. He 
was in Boston and his trained arrived jnst 
in time. His train was three-quarters of 
an hour late. 


The train left Adams at exactly 10 


o'clock. The party consisted of President 
and iW'rs. McKiiiley, 
Attorney-General 


and MJSS McKenna,Mies Mablc McKinley, 
Stewaid Sinclair,Clerk Cortelyou.and two 
maids. The train consisted of the "An- 
thony" and "Haslemere." The paity oc- 
cupies the"Haslemere,"the"Anthony" be- 
ing a smoker and baggage car. The run to 
Washington will be made slowly, for the 
party will not arrive thers until early this 
afternoon. The route was on the Boston 
& Albany to North Adams on the Fitch- 
burg to Troy, from Troy on the West 
Shore to Jersey City and thence to Wash- 
ington. Dinner was served late last night 
at Mr. Plunkett's to accommodate the de- 
parting guests. 
The day was spent in 


rest aud the enjoyment of a few drives. 
The pi esident and Mrs. McKimey drove 
out in the forenoon, and in the afternoon 
the president, attorney general and Mr. 
Plunkott enjoyed a drive. 
Misses Mc- 


Kenna and McKinley enjoyed 
drives 


also. The day was a charming one. 


The president, Mrs. McKinley and the 


other members of the party have enjoyed 
their eight days' stay in Berkshire very 
much, aud Mrs. McKinley's health is 
much improved. In the early part of the 
visit ihe people received them 
with 


great demonstrations, and then knowing 
that

visit. It is not unlikely that the president 
will visit Adams again. W. B. Plunkett 
his host, has been most careful to keep 
the presidant from being disturbed. The 
president felt entirely free to act as he 
pleased, and enjoyed the opportunities 
for recreation as it was impossible for an 
office-seeker or the affairs of the state to 
reach him. All the members of the party 
are delighted with their visit, and appre-

A MISUNDERSTANDING, 


An Untruthful Statement Regarding the 


Public Schools Gets Publicity. 


An untruthful statement has been pub- 


lished regarding tbe conduct of public 
schools, that a number of Jewish children 
were told they would be expelled because 
they remained from school to attend the 
exercises in observance of a religious fes- 
tival of their church. 


There are no grounds for such stone'*1 


The facts are, that the children remained 
out of school for two days in succession to 
attend a festival without bringing the 
necessary excuses to their tnacters. It Ii 
a rule of tho schools that a pupil absent; 
for lite half clays, wUhcut sufficient rea- 
son being gwen the teachers, is liable to 
expulsion or ^investigation by the truant 
officer. The Jewish children remained 
away from 
school 
this 
week two 


days in succession and this was a 
serious matter from tho point of discipline 
in the schools, as no reason had been as- 
signed by the children or their parents. 
It became the duty of the teachers to in- 
quire into the matter, and the inquiry 
caused some misunderstanding. II was 
the opinion of the pupils that they v?ere 
to be expelled, and some of their parents 
got the same erroneous idea. 


The public schools were not notified that 


there was any Jewish festival being ob- 
served, and most of the teachers were not 
aware that the children were absent be- 
cause of any religious duties. The fault 
lies wholly with the parents of the chil- 
dren 
and with the Jewish church.

in 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 


church the school officers are notified by 
the church and there is no niisunderstaad> 
ing. The school teachers and principals 
do not wish to interfere with any child's 
religious duties, but they must respect 
the rules of the schools, that properly 
written and sufficient excuses be furnished 
explaining the pupil's absence. It is the 
only way that truancy can be avoided,

This, how- 
over, may lie only an indirect ca.use of the 
resignation, and it is more than probable 
that dissatisiaction with the govern- 
ment's policy towards Cuba and the pos- 
sible action of the United States in the 
premises may have been the real issues 
v.'hicu cau^e.l the ministeis to resign 
their portfolios-. 


On Aug. 27 last it was announced that 


Sanasta, the Liberal leader, had made 
a iresh declaration on the political situ- 
tion. He said affairs wre daily growing 
worse in Cub.i. and continued seriow^tll 
the Philippine inlands. He added thr.t 
a Liberal ministry \vould be ready tn 
a.pply autonomy to Cuba, and expressed 
the belief that the Liberals would as- 
sume pov/er earlier than expected. 
Sept. 14, referring to the Cuban insurrec- 
tion, Kasasta, paid the uprising, in- 
stead of dying out, was spreading; con- 
siderably. He added that the situation 
in the Philippine islands was serious; 
he asserted that the Cailist propaganda. 
In Spain could not be vievred witji in- 
difference, and he expressed the belief 
that a reconciliation between the politi- 
cal parlies in Spain was impossible so 
lon^- as the Conservatives were in power. 


The contumacy of the bishop of Ma-

the bishop, and their attitude in this 
matter \vas absolutely opposed to that 
ot a.11 the members of the cabinet, who 
appealed to thp pope against the decree 
through the papal nuncio, thus raising 
a. complicated issue between the ecclesi- 
astical and political authorities. In this 
matter the cabinet relied upon the dic- 
tum of. trie nuncio, that the bishop had 
no jurisdiction over the minister, and 
upon his further assurance that the pope 
Would undoubtedly censure; tlie.bisiipp.

Natives Are Going from Pln.ce to Place 


Doing; a Mint's Work. 


A British army officer just returned 


from India told me the other day a cu- 
rious story which should be edifying 
to all currency reformers. He had ac- 
cumulated during his service there a 
considerable quantity ot old silver 
which possessed only an ordinary bar 
value. 
He did not want to encounter 


the bother and expense of bringing the 
metal to England, and so, as he ex- 
pressed it, he "sent it to a native to bi- 
coined into rupees." 


"But the Indian mints have been 


shut down for years," I interrupted mx 
some surprise. 


"Oh, yes," he assented, with a pecul- 


iar look, "but you know the rupee is 
coined just as freely in India, to-day 
jis it was before the government, closed 
the mints." 


Seeing that, I was puzzled, he gave 


ime without the slightest emlbarrass- 
toient this extraordinary explaualion: 


"Even when the mints were 
open. 


jnore rupees were coined by private 
coiners than by the government. 
The 


savings of the natives are made in sil- 
ver bracelets, rings and other orna- 
ments. 
When it became necessary for 


them to turn a part of their resources 
into money they did it by employing a 
iiative coiner to turn the metal into 
rupees. 
It is a country of vast dis- 


tances, and the natives could not send 
their ornaments to a government mint 
^perhaps 1,000 miles away. The native 
coiner traveled from place to place and 
'hut to hut, just like a country tinker. 


was glad to work all day turning sil- 


ver bangles into rupees, weight for 
•weight, for perhaps one rupee as his 
reward. 
And very good rupees they 


turned out, too. They are current 
everywhere, 
and nobody 
questions 


1hern. 
Of course the practice is ille- 


gitimate, and when the mints 
were 


first closed the government tried to 
'put a stop to it, but not with much suc- 
cess. 
Now it is winked at by the au- 


thorities, for the situation in India to- 
day is too threatening for any interfer- 
ence which is not absolutely necessary."

DISEASE RESEMBLES PARALYSIS 


One Side is Afflicted and Mr. Richmond 


is Unable to Swallow. 
Family 


Greatly Alarmed. 
What the 


Doctor Says. 
Recovery 


Hoped For. 


Conductor A. W, Richmond of the Pitts, 


field and North Adams railroad is serious 
ly ill at his home on Ash land street with 
what in many respects resembles paraly- 
sis, although Dr. Simpson, the attending 
physician, does not pronounce it such. 


Mr. Richmond, who was feeling as well 


as ever, was stricken at his home Monday 
evening just before supper. Without any 
warning he suddenly sank into a chair, 
saying that he was Vry dizzy and could 
not stand another minute. He was re- 
moved to a sofa and Dr. Simpson was cal- 
led. He says the disease is not paralysis 
and that it is very rare he never having 
seen but few cases like it before. Mr. 
Richmond's right side is affected and he is 
unable to swallow, although his power of 
speech is not much affected. 


He has not been able to swallow any- 


thing since Tuesday morning. The doc- 
tor says the trouble is due to an enlarge- 
ment of blood vessels located in the 
brain, but that there ia no rupture, and 
relief will come as soon as the pressure 
subsides. It is, however, a serious case 
and gives rise to the greatest anxiety on 
the part of Mr. Richmond's family and 
friends.

Local Labor Protests, 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT:—Now that Mo- 


Kinley, the advance agent of prosperity 
has gone, prosperity has arrived in North 
Adams' in the shape of the Italians who 
are to do the paving on Main street' 
They are alllabelled "I am an American 
citizen", but nevertheless they can't talk 
English, and have to have a foreman 
that can talk Italian to direct their move- 
ments. 


I am a- laboring man who has lived here 


all my life and have not worked a full 
week in two years. I hare worked in 
several places in this city and thought 
that perhaps I would be given an oppor- 
tunity to get enough work on the paving 
to pay my taxes, but when I saw the im- 
ported labor brought here to work on the 
job that should by right be given out in 
such a manner that local labor should be 
given the preference, I went back to my 
old job, fully convinced that the laboring 
man in this city would have no show un- 
til the time came that he should be thor- 
oughly organized aud should make him- 
sel felt as a factor in the body politic of 
this city. It is time that the common la- 
borer of this city should do something; to 
protect himself from such injustice. 


The men in charge of the improve- 


ments in this city are not competent to 
judge what should or should not be done 
in the way ot economical expenditure of 
monies in that line. While the city en- 
gineer may be all right in his way, pray 
tell me what experience can the com- 
missioner of the public works or the 
street superintendent have in the matter 
of road construction or in the building of 
sewers? None, and you will have to 
admit it. Tims and again you will see 
them at work on the same job. The 
money paid for their salaries would be a 
sum sufficient to procure a good practical 
man, and who would employ local labor 
and would save the city In the end the 
salary that would have to be paid for 
such a man. 
No, instead, we give the 


contract to outside parties who bring nil 
that is contumely icto our midst and who 
cause discontent and disappointment to 
appear in this peaceful commnnity. The 
standard of wages is already low enough 
in tiiis vicinity "and if the laboring people 
do not see to it that men are chosen at 
the next city election they will find them 
still lower. Workiugmen, awake from 
your lethargy, buckle on the armor of 
justice and take an interest in your city 
matters and see to it that no more such 
exhibitions of injustice are perpetrated 
upon you. 


Such a man as had charge of the con- 


struction of the conduits of the New 
England Telephone company would be 
the person to have charge of our streets- 
He knows his business.

Tl»t Slreet Paving. 


The sight on Main street yesterday 


caused by the appearance of a force of 
imported Italians to take the places of the 
local laborers in the performance of the 
work of paving the street, and at a greatly 
reduced rate of wages, was almost appal- 
ling to every loyal citizen, and especially 
the wage earners, of this city. These men 
have been brought to this city by a local 
contractor, who was awarded the contract 
to do our work, and to take the places o^. 
men who help to pay the taxes, rent 
houses, leave their money with our mer- 
chants and help to make this a prosperous 
city. But what are we to do? Stand by 
and let this go on and not offer up any 
protest whatever? 
The proper ones 


should make some move to have this 
wrong made right, and by so doing possi- 
bly save the city the duty of aiding more 
than one family with food and fuel dur- 
ing the coming winter. 


Besides this great wrong and insult to 


our working class, the contractor has not 
lived up to specification of hia contract in 
bringing these men here, neither are 
those who awarded the contract seeing to 
it that the same is being carried out ac- 
cording to dictations by allowing this 
work to be done in the way it has started. 
It possibly will be another case of work 
half done. 


Why does not the city do its own paving 


and public work under the supervision of 
some competent man and save the profit 
that goes to the contractor? Surely the 
city could do the work just as cheap and 
in many cases it would be done in a more 
substantial manner.
